A TRAGIC WAR MYSTERY. 
The World War left a great many hear-break- 
ing mysteries in its wake, many of them still u n­ 
solv ed. 
One of the strangest, and most p oig­ 
nant is that of the fate of Merlin Pritchard, a 
soldier from Vincennes, Ind. 
Pritchard joined the American army in 1917 
and went ov erseas with the A. E. F. Tie wrote to 
his mother, Mrs. E. J. Pritchard that his regiment 
was mov ing up into the trenches. Then came a 
long p eriod of silence, followed at last by a noti­ 
fication from the War Dep artment that he had 
been killed in action. 
After the war a body identified as his was 
brought back to America and giv en a soldier’s 
burial in Vincennes. Mrs. Pritchard accep ted her 
loss, and later mov ed to Cushing, Okla. 
Now, howev er, she has receiv ed a letter from a 
man claiming to be her son—a soldier in the 
French Foreign Legion, now on duty in Casa­ 
blanca, Morocco. 
The writer of this letter declared that he had 
been wounded and had lost his memory, enlist­ 
ing in the Foreign Legion under the name of 
Frank DeBruyckeres, and added that he had 
written to his mother as soon as he had regained 
his memory. 
Mrs. Pritchard was skep tical at first, but more 
letters arriv ed, 
furnishing details that 
finally 


conv inced her. 
It was recalled that the body 
buried in Vincennes bore no identification tag. 
So the War Dep artment is inv estigating for Mrs. 
Pritchard and 
hop es with the aid of French 
authorities to clear the m atter up . 
A good deal of suffering lies back of this story. 
If the letter writer p rov es in fact to be Pritchard, 
his mother has been unnecessarily bereav ed for 
more than a decade. If not, she will hav e had 
the p ain of losing her soil twice.

The Dunfield soy bean leads all 
other varieties as the best gen­ 
eral p urp ose soy bean for Central 
Indiana according to a number 
of y ears tests at the Purdue Uni­ 
versity 
Ex p eriment 
Station. 
Yields of the Manchu, A. 
K., 
Midwest (Holly brook ) and Illini 
are slightly less for both hay 
and seed. The Illini is a new Il­ 
linois variety grown to some ex ­ 
tent in Indiana, and is similar in 
p ractically all resp ects 
to 
the 
Dunfield. At the Indiana Ex p eri­ 
ment Station it has averaged 
25.6 bushels of seed and 419 2 
p ounds of hay during a four 
y ear p eriod, while the Dunfield 
has averaged 
26 .6 
bushels 
of 
seed and 419 8 p ounds of hay dur­ 
ing the same p eriod. 
The Manchu is the earliest va­ 
riety of this group although the 
Dunfield and Illini mature in 
about the same time. Because of 
its late maturity and shattering 
habit the Midwest is not as de­ 
sirable for Central Indiana as 
the other varieties. All are y ellow 
seeded and so are accep table to 
oil mills for milling p urp oses. 
In Southern Indiana the Wil­ 
son, a black soy bean, and the 
brown Virginia are widely used 
on rolling land for hay p urp oses 
as they grow taller than most 
y ellow varieties. They are some­ 
what later, however, and arc in­ 
clined to lodge on good soil. The

A TRAGIC WAR MYSTERY. 


J 
The World War left a great many hear-break- 


: ing mysteries in its wake, many of them still un- 
' solved. One of the strangest, and most poig- 
nant is that of the fate of Merlin Pritchard, a. 
soldier from Vincennes, Ind. 


Pritchard joined the American arn.y in 1917 


and went overseas with the A. E. F. -He wrote to 
his mother, Mrs. E. J. Pritchard that his regiment 
was moving up into the trenches. Then came a 
long period of silence, followed at last by a noti- 
fication from the War Department that he had 
-.been killed in action. 


After the war a body identified as his was 


brought back to America and given a soldier's 
burial in Vincennes. Mrs. Pritchard accepted her 
loss, and later moved to Gushing, Okla. 


Now, however, she has received a letter from a 


man claiming to be her son—a soldier in the 
French Foreign Legion, now on duty in Casa- 
blanca, Morocco. 


The writer of this letter declared that he had 


toeen wounded and had lost his memory, enlist- 
ing in the Foreign Legion under the name of 
Frank DeBruyckeres, and added that he had 
written to his mother as soon as he had regained 
his memory. 


Mrs. Pritchard was skeptical at first, but more 


letters arrived, furnishing details that finally 


convinced her. 
It was recalled that the body 


buried in Vincennes bore no identification tag. 
So the War Department is investigating for Mrs. 
Pritchard and hopes with the aid of French 
authorities to clear the matter up. ' 


A good deal of suffering lies back of this story. 


If the letter writer proves in fact to be Pritchard, 
his mother has been unnecessarily bereaved for 
more than a decade. If^not, she will have had 
the pain of losing her son twice. 


THE NEW HOME. 


Although ex-President Coolidge describes his 


new home in Northampton as "a modest place 
with a little land," it is becoming evident that to 
the average citizen it would seem quite palatial. 
An 11-room house with nine acres of ground 
hardly seems modest to most of us. 


Of course, anything less would hardly be fitting 


for an ex-president. If any man in the country 
is entitled to a little luxury and display, it is a 
former occupant of the White House. 


So, modest or luxurious, no American will be- 


grudge the Coolidges their new home. 
Indeed, 


all citizens undoubtedly will unite in wishing the 
quiet Northampton couple a world of happiness 
and contentment in their spacious house with its 
roomy grounds.

Yields of the Manchu, A. K., 
Midwest ^Hollybrook) and Illini 
are slightly less for both hay 
and seed. The Illini is a new Il- 
linois variety grown to some ex- 
tent in Indiana, and is similar in 
practically all respects to the 
Dunfield. At the Indiana Experi- 
ment Station it has averaged 
25.6 bushels of seed and 4192 
pounds of hay during a four 
year period, while the Dunfield 
has averaged 26.6 bushels of 
seed and 4198 pounds of hay dur- 
ing the same period. 


The Manchu is the earliest va- 


riety of this group although the 
Dunfield and Illini mature in 
about the same time. Because of 
its late maturity and shattering 
habit the Midwest is not as de- 
sirable for Central Indiana as 
the other varieties. AU are yellow 
seeded and so are acceptable to 
oil mills for milling purposes. 


In southern Indiana the Wil- 


son, a black soybean, and the 
brown Virginia are widely used 
on rolling land for hay purposes 
as they grow taller than most 
yellow varieties. They are some- 
what later, however, and are in- 
clined to lodge on good soil. The 
Mansy, a new selection from the 
Manchu, is gainging in pppular- 
ity in Southern Indiana because 
of its yielding ability'and earlier 


maturity, and several new va- 
rieties will be tried out in variety 
cl( monstrations this year.
